terror stricken. Strong men. in fear 
that the building was falling, leaped 
over the heads of women and children, 
and fought only for their own safety. 
The terrific crush in the bend of tee 
stairs became so great that the balus- 
trade, which was only a frail, wooden 
affair, gave way. There was a terrible 
crash as half a hundred persons were 
precipitated to the floor, a distance of 
about 10 or 12 feet. This heightened 
the intensity of the panic, and tie 
rush became cse awful jam. 


The pastor of the church, a taan of 


powerful physique and strong Toice, 
continued to appeal to the crowd In 
the rear to stop their rush, but none

the crowd went, crushing the life out 
of those who were unable to extricate 
themselves.

BRAZILIAN WARSHIP SUNK

Rio Janeiro. Brazil. Jan. 23.—The 


Brazilian turretship AQuidaban. has 
been sunk at Port Ja'carepagua, south 
cf Rio Janeiro, as the result of an ex- 
plosion on board. The dead number 
212 and the injured 36.

Woman Shrieked

As the pastor 
was arranging the pulpit preparatory 
to beginning the baptismal s e r v i c e . ^ 
woman in one of the front rows of ^ e 
left side of the altar gave a loud shriek 
of 
fire. 
Instantly all those about her 
were on their feet looldng for

There were no flames in sight, 
but those 
near the pulpit

down t h e aisle 
toward 
the pulpit. Then followed 
a 
half dozen cries of fire, and the whole 
congregation instantly became panic- 
stricken. 
The 
pastor by this 
time 
realized the seriousness of the situa^ 
tion, and in a loud voice, which only 
added to the confustion, called to the 
terror-strlcUen people to be seated. No 
one listened, and despite his frantic 
appeal a rush started that meant death 
to m a n y that were in it. 


Awful Jam On Stairway. 


W h e n the rush started, those in the 
rear of the church did not fully real- 
ize what was wrong, and were slow to 
move. 
The frantic shrieking of 
the 
women and children became louder and 
more general, and many were knocked 
down in the two aisles of the church. 
Then came the terrible rush down the 
stairways. 
For some unknown reason 
everybody tried to get down the left 
side of the building, compartlvely few 
attempting to leave by tlie right stair- 
way. 
One eye witness says that per- 
haps a dozen persons got safely down 
the stairs, when several people tripped 
and fell and caused the narrow v/ay 
to become jammed.

The ringing of the fire bells,

11 time. Order was soon brought about, 
however, and every one who could not 
Etand was placed in ambulances and 
rushed to hospitals. 
No time was ta- 
ken up to see if any victim was dead, 
and within a n hour after the disaster 
occurred the street had been cleared 
of the mass of people and the church 
door closed. 


The scene at the hospital was pa- 
thetic iu the extreme. 
A great crowd 
of colored ppople gathered at the doors 
of the Institution, but no one was ad- 
mitted without a satisfactory reason. 
An examination of the dead 
showed 
that most of the dead had been suffo- 
cated or had died from internal inju- 
ries.

rush was over IS lay dead on the first 
flcor and stairs of the building. Death 
in nearly every case was due to suf­ 
focation or trampling. 


Woman Shrieked Fire. 


The disaster occurred while a col­ 
lection was being taken up. The pas­ 
tor had just concluded his sermon, 
the text of which was: “Why sit we 
here until we die?” Following the col­ 
lection, there was to have been a bap­ 
tism of a man and wife. As the pastor 
was arranging the pulpit preparatory 
to beginning the baptismal service,*** 
woman in one of the front rows of the 
left side of the altar gave a loud shriek 
of fire. 
Instantly all those about her 
were on their feet looking for the 
blaze. 
There were no flames in sight, 
but those 
near the pulpit 
smelled 
smoke 
and started 
down the aisle 
toward the pulpit. Then followed a 
half dozen cries of fire, and the whole 
congregation instantly became panic- 
stricken. 
The 
pastor by this time 
realized the seriousness of the situa­ 
tion, and in a loud voice, which only 
added to the confustion, called to the 
terror-stricken people to be seated. No 
one listened, and despite his frantic 
appeal a rush started that meant death 
to many that were in it. 


Awful Jam On Stairway, 


When the rush started, those in the 
rear of the church did not fully real­ 
ize what was wrong, and were slow to 
move. 
The frantic shrieking of the 
women and children became louder and 
more general, and many were knocked 
down in the two aisles of the church. 
Then came the terrible rush down the 
stairways. For some unknown reason 
everybody tried to get down the left 
side of the building, compartively few 
attempting to leave by the right stair­ 
way. 
One eye witness says that per­ 
haps a dozen persons got safely down 
the stairs, when several people tripped 
and fell and caused the narrow way 
to become jammed. 
Several men on 
the first floor attempted to hold the 
people back, but were knocked down, 
and then the human stream came tum­ 
bling down. The weaker ones fell, only 
to be trampled upon and crushed by 
those coming from behind. 


The horrible shrieks sent up by the 
prostrate persons added to the confu­ 
sion, and by this time even the cooler 
ones in the rear of the fighting mass 
of men, women and children became 
terror stricken, 
Strong men, in fe&r 
that the building was falling, leaped 
over the heads of women and children, 
and fought only for their own safety. 
The terrific crush in the bend of the 
stairs became so great that the balus­ 
trade, which was only a frail, wooden 
affair, gave way. There was a terrible 
crash as half a hundred persons were 
precipitated to the floor, a distance of 
about 10 or 12 feet. 
This heightened 
the intensity of the panic, and the 
rush became one awful jam. 


The pastor of tho church, a man of 
powerful physique and strong voice, 
continued to appeal to the crowd in 
the rear to stop their rush, but none 
would hear. Over the prostrate forms 
the crowd went, crushing the life out 
of those who were unable to extricate 
themselves. In the confusion some of 
the worshippers thought of the narrow 
door an the right ski* of the pulpit amjl 
m ade, a quick qxiU< that way, which 


rction on their part probably saved 
the lives of a number of those who 
had been caught in the crush. 


Terrible Sight On Stairway. 


When those who came down the 
front stairs had left the building a ter­ 
rible sight presented itself to the res­ 
cuers. The first floor and the stairway 
to the bend were covered three deep 
with t^e dead and dying. 
On 
the 
street hundreds were shrieking for 
help and looking for thoir 
missing 
loved ones. The rescuers did not know 
which way to turn* first, but Police 
Captain Hamm and a policeman whb 
arrived on the scene just as the last 
of the panic-stricken people were rush­ 
ing from the edifice, took charge and 
turned in a general alarm for ambu­ 


lances, policemen and firemen. With 
the help of scores of colored men and 
white people who Were attracted to 
the scene, the dead and the injured 
were extricatod from the terrible mass 
of humanity and laid on the sidewalks 
on Eighth street. 


The ringing of the fire bells, the 
clang of the ambulance gongs, the al­ 
most total darkness and the thick fog 
fidded to the grewsomeness o^ the 
scene, and caused utter confusion for 
«, time. Order was soon brought about, 
however, and every one who could not 
Etand was placed in ambulances and 
rushed to hospitals. 
No time was ta­ 
ken up to see if any victim was dead, 
and within an hour after the disaster 
occurred the street had been cleared 
of the mass of people and the church 
door closed. 


The scene at the hospital w&S pa­ 
thetic in the extreme. A great crowd 
of colored people gathered at the doors 
of the institution, but no one was ad­ 
mitted without a satisfactory reason. 
An examination of the dead showed 
that most of the dead had been suffo­ 
cated or had died from internal inju­ 
ries. 
Of the injured fe\v^ if any, are 
likely to die. 
* 


The fire Was a most trifling affair. 
A defective flue started a small fire in 
the chimney, which caused smoke to 
issue through the crevices in the sec­ 
ond floor. 
Whether the flames were 
extinguished or bui*ned themselves out 
is not known, but-'thene^f/as no fh*e in 
the building when thev firemen set to 
work. 


BRAZILIAN WARSHIP SUNK 


Sent to Bottom By Explosion and 212 
of Crew Perish. 


Rio Janeiro, Brazil, Jan. 23.—The 
Brazilian turretship Aquidabai). has 
been sunk at Port Ja'carepagua, south 
of Rio Janeiro, as the result of an ex­ 
plosion on board. The dead number 
212 and the injured 36. 


Four 
rear admirals 
perished 
on 
board the Aqudaban, which had been 
used for the accommodation of a num­ 
ber of supernumerary officers and men 
attached to the flotilla escorting the 
cruiser Barroso. 
The Barroso had on 
board tho minister of marine and his 
staff, who were inspecting the sites 
proposed for a new arsenal. 


The explosion on the Aquidaban oc­ 
curred in the powder magazine. 
The 
vessel sank in three minutes. 


PROPOSES $2 SiLVER PIECES 


Eill to Aid Jamestown Exposition His 
Plan Frr New Coins. 


Washington, Jan. 22. — Representa­ 
tive Maynard, of Virginia, introduced 
a bill authorizing the government to 
participate in the 
Jamestown 
Tri- 
Centennial 
Exposition 
at 
Hampton 
Roads in 1907, and providing an ap­ 
propriation of $1,340,000 for govern­ 
ment buildings and exhibits. 


The bill also provides for the coin­ 
age by the government of 1,000,000 $2 
silver pieces, exposition to pay for the 
bullion used. By this means the ex­ 
position hopes 
realize a profit of 
about $800,000 on the difference be­ 
tween tho cost of the silver and the 
circulating value of the coins. 


LEAR GIVEN FIVE YEARS 


Convicted Bank Wrecker Takes Ap­ 
peal and Is Released On Bail, 
Philadelphia, Jan. 20.—Henry Lear 
was sentenced to five years in the 
eastern 
penitentiary by Judge Mc­ 
Pherson in the United States district 
court. An appeal was at once taken to 
the United States circuit court of ap­ 
peals by Silas W. Petit, and the de­ 
fendant was admitted to bail in the 
sum of $10,000 pending the disposition 
of the case in the higher court. 


Lear was convicted last September, 
after being tried three times, of mis­ 
applying funds of the Doylestown Na­ 
tional Bank, of which he was presi­ 
dent. He was charged with using $60,- 
000 of the bank's money, but his de­ 
fense was*'that h is transactions we^e 
legal, as his actii as wero well known 
to the board of airxcture of the jn*>d* 
tutiofl'. 


WOMAN OUTRAGED 


AND MURDERED 


Moorestown, N. J., Jan. 19.—Miss 
Florence W. AUinson, about 35 years 
of age, who was living in the farm 
house on the country seat of Mrs, E. 
R. Strawbridge here, was found dead 
in the stable with a strap fastened 
about her throat and her skull crushed. 
Beside the body lay the club with which 
the skuirwas crushed. The only other 
occupant of the house at the time was 
Bessie Walker, a child 6 years of age, 
from whom it was learned that a tall 
negro had called at the house a few 
minutes after Miss Allinson had gone 
to the stable to feed the cow. He told 
the child to go to the attic and play, 
and she did so. 
Then he ransacked 
the house, securing a gold watch and 
some jewelry belonging to Miss Allin­ 
son, also a sum of money. The negro 
then went to the stable, and after as­ 
saulting Miss Allinson killed her and 
made his escape. 


The body was found by Benjamin 
Funk, v/ho called at the house to supply 
kerosene oil, as was his custom. The 
alarm was then given, and men sot out 
in all directions to hunt for the mur­ 
derer. 
The only description the child 
could give'of the negro was that he was 
tall and light-colored and wore an over­ 
coat reaching to his knees. 
On the 
vratch that was stolen was engraved, 
“F. W. Allinson from Beft.” 


More than a dozen negroes were ar­ 
rested at different places on suspicion 
of knowing something about tho mur­ 
der of Miss Allinson. 


Bessie Walker, the 5-year-old ward 
of Mrs. Strawbridge, was taken to 
various towns to try to Identify sus­ 
pects. 
She was brought to the jail 
here, but was unable to say whether 
William Smith, the negro arrested, was 
the man she saw ransack the house. 
Bessie was also taken to several other 
nearby towns and to Philadelphia to 
look at suspected men, and in each case 
she was unable to say whether the 
man pointed out to her was the man 
w»nted,„ The police believe the child 
Is too young to remember Miss Allin- 
son's assailant. 


There is no mistaking the sentiment 
of the people if the murderer or mur­ 
derers are captured. 
The whole coun­ 
tryside is aroused, and the talk of sum­ 
mary punishment usually heard in a 
rural community when an atrocious 
crime has been committed is not absent 
In this affair. The rewards offered for 
tho capture of the guilty men now total 
$1500. It is said a member of the leg­ 
islature will ask that body next week 
to also offer a reward for the arrest ol 
the perpetrator of the crime. 


Negro Suspects Rele as ed, 


Moorestown, N. J., Jan. 22.—There^ 
were no new developments 
in 
the 
search for the murderer of Miss Flor­ 
ence Allinson, whose body was found 
in the stable of a farm near here last 
Thursday. Several of tho negro sus­ 
pects, including Thomas Berry, who 
were arresfrtd Friday and Saturday, 
wore released from custody. In tho ar­ 
rest of Berry tho police thought they 
had tho right man, but tho accused 
negro's employers came forward and 
proved an alibi for him. In the hunt 
for the murderer the police are com­ 
pletely baffled because of tho inability 
of the 5-year-old girl, who was the only 
one to see tho murderer on the farm, 
to give an accurate description of ths 
man wanted.

• "American Ideals," "Property and 


Theft" and the "Flood of Books." 


X "Essays in Application," 
a volume of papers on top- 
ics peculiarly timely and 
just published, Henry Van 
Dyke preaches his stal- 


wart, robust philosophy of life and civ- 
ilizsiion in a most entertaining and 
convincing manner. 


He was never more brilliant than in 


his essay on '-Ruling Classes in a Dem- 
ocracy." in which he vigorously de- 
fends the suffrage method of selecting 
the head of a community, and upholds 
the United States as an example of ^ 
success among democracies. Among j 
other things Professor Van Dyke says: 


"Government without rulers is as 


impossible as steering without rudders. 
Man is by nature a civil creature. His 
natural rights, however you may define 
them, coexist with a natural instinct 
of organization. Organization implies 
order. Order implies control. Control 
implies authority. Authority implies a 
ruling class. 
'Tew men doubt their ability to 


make laws. Most men. at some time 
or other, dislike the necessity of obey- 
ing them. Personal restraints are not 
often personal pleasures. The Tisit of 
the tax collector seldom gives unmixed 
joy. It is easier to do what you please 
than to do what you ought. 


"Foreign critics say that the United 


States is not a truly democratic coun- 
try because the people are not all on a 
level, all alike. But when did democ- 
racy offer to guarantee the similarity 
of people, or grade mankind down to a 
dead flat? When all the trees in the 
forest have the same number of leaves, 
when all the rivers that flow into the 
sea contain the same number of fish, 
.when all the fields in the farm bear 
the same crop, then will all men be 
alike in their power and skill, and con- 
sequently on a level in degree and sta- 
tion. 


"Napoleon I. was a catastrophe. Na- 


poleon III. was a crime. 


"There is no line of hereditary kings, 


no line of autocratic emperors, that 
Claims as many great men, or half as 
many good men, in an equal period of 
time, as the line of Presidents of the 
.United States. 


"Three chief perils attend the demo- 


cratic method of selecting the ruling 
classes: 


"The red peril of the rise of the dem- 


agogue. 


-The yellow peril of the dominance 


of wealth. 


"The black peril of the rule of the 


boss. 


'•The privilege of suffrage bestowed 


on ignorance is not a protection of nat- 
ural rights; it is a detriment to them. 
It is like a diamond hung around the 
neck of a child, an invitation to kid- 
napers: like a can of dynamite in the 
hands of a fool, a prophecy of explo- 
sion, 
"If our naval and military expenses 


ever surpass, or even equal our educa- 
tional expenses, we shall be on the 
.wrong track. If we ever spend more 
to inspire awe and fear in other peo- 
ples than to cultivate intelligence and 
character in our own. we shall be on 
the road to the worst kind of bank- 
ruptcy—a bankruptcy of men." 


On "the subject of "Publicomania.'" 


the wild desire of a small class of 
Americans to get their inconsequential 
•doings chronicled in the press. Dr. Van 
Dyke says: 


••In our own day the disease Las de- 


veloped a new'symptom. It is ,not 
enough to be pointed out with the fore- 
finger of notoriety: the finger which 
points must be stained with printer's 
ink. The craving for publicity is not 
satisfied with anything but a para- 
graph in the newspaper; then it wants 
a column, and finally it demands a 
whole page with illustrations. The de- 
lusion consists in the idea that a suffi- 
cient quantity of rhis kind of notoriety 
amounts to fame." 


On the 
.-'Heritage of 
American 


Ideals:" 


"The idea! of a nation conceived in 


liberty and dedicated to the proposition 
that ail men are born with, equal rights, 
is to-day the most potent and prosper- 
ous ideal in all the world. All that this 
country needs is to be true to it, and 
she will lead mankind for many cen- 
turies to come." 


On "The Powers That Be:** 
"The ruler is but the exponent of the 


inmost thoughts, desires and ambitions 
of the ruled: sometimes their punish- 
ment, and sometimes their reward.

WHITTIER'S CONVERSION. 


'A. party of young people, visiting the 


historic places in New England, spent 
a day in "Whittier Land," as the sec- 
tion *of Essex County has come to be 
called where Whittter lived and wrote 


At the old home In Amesbnry Mr 


Pickard, Mr. Whittier's nephew by 
marriage, who lives in the old house 
received them graciously, and showed 
them many articles associated with the 
poet's life and work. As the exhibi 
tion of these articles led to discussions 
of his life and character, one and an 
3tber expressed surprise at some of the 
characteristics of Whittier which the 
«*it disclosed. 


The poet was seen to be not merely 


genial but jolly; hi* playfalnew ap- 
peared again and again in connection 
with the menorlea of fete iif e tad work. 


The zealous reformer and the benign 
old Quaker merged into a man genuiae- 
y' mirthful, but terribly in earnest; 
a man of faith and reverence, but a, 
man also of quaint little foibles of his 
own, and odd little ways of making 
quiet fun. Besides this, they were sur- 
prised to discover how large was the 
influence of Mr. Whittier in matters 
of current interest. Living: his quiet 
ife apart from the world, he was 
none the less an ardent and aggressive 
politician. 


"You are Tight." said Mr. Pickard, 
when you say that Whittier was a pol- 
itician. He was one by nature, and he 
continued to be one all his life. He 
did not care greatly to discuss poetry; 
he was always ready to discuss poli- 
tics. He wrote letters to Presidents - 
and Governors and Senators, approv- 
ing or suggesting official acts. 


"It was not only bis poem, 'The Pris- 


oner For Debt,* but his active influence 
upon men in political life which 
brought a repeal of the laws for im- 
prisonment fcr debt, and that by a 
majority of one vote. And I could tell 
you many facts which --weal his in- 
luence in politics, both in the accom- 
plishment of ends, he deemed desirable 
in Amesbury town meetings, and In 
such larger matters as dissuading John 
C. Fremont from standing as a candi- 
date of the Abolitionists against Lin- 
coln in 1S&J. Whittier at one time in- 
tended to go to Congress, and had laid 
his plans with great political sagacity." 


"What deterred himr" was asked. 
"When he was about twenty-five." 


replied Mr. Pickard, "Whittier experi- 
enced what can be called nothing: less 
than a conversion. He had been a 
rather gay young Quaker, and was 
very ambitious. 
But he faced the 


question of the use to which he should 
devote his life, and in the love of God 
and of his fellow men he espoused an 
unpopular cause that meant the de- 
feat of Ms political ambitions. Always 
a politician, he sacrificed his own 
hopes of political preferment to his re- 
ligious convictions." 


"And he did not lose his gaiety?" 
"No. he recovered It There had been 


running through his writings a strain . 
of pessimism. A new note of cheerful- 
ness came with the change I mention. 
He had a hard battle to fight, and he 
fought it out bravely. And his buoy- 
ancy and cheerfulness and confidence 
In God increased with his loyalty to 
duty."

It becomes In- 
tensely cold, reaching finally 312 de- 
grees below zero, at which point it be- 
comes liquid- The liquid Is drawn off 
into insulated vessels, and keeps for 
days, gradually lessening until it is 
all evaporated.

O ld T im e Notes. 


The following in regard to New Oxford 
is taken from tho Old Time Notea of Ad­ 
ams county written by J. Howard Wert, 
of Harrisburg, and published in the Get­ 
tysburg Star and Sentinel: 


During the sixties and Boventiej the an­ 
nual county institutes began to be ono of 
the prominent events of tho year, looked 
forward to with eager anticipation in ev­ 
ery portion of tho county. This condi­ 
tion of a change from popular apathy to 
popular interest was accumulative growth. 
It was not duo to any one man, nor did 
it havo its full development in any one 
year or at any ono session of the institute. 
It may be regarded, however, as having 
fairly commenced during the administra­ 
tion of 


JOHN C. ELLIS, 


who was appointed Superintendent upon 
the death of Mr. Mcllhcnny, in 1859; 
and who was elccted at the third triennial 
election in 1860. The institutes held by 
Mr. Wills and Mr. Mcllheuny attracted 
little attention from any but the partici­ 
pants, The reports of them in the papers 
of tho county were condensed into a scant 
quarter or half column» 


During Mr, Ellis’ term the people of the 
county began to awaken gradually to tho 
importance of these meetings; and the 
newspaper reports, as a consequence, be­ 
came voluminous running into columns. 


To give an account of a very interesting 
institute which may bo regarded as mark­ 
ing the beginning of this change is the ob­ 
ject of this number, 


Mr. Ellis, like Mr. Wills and Mr. Mcll- 
henny w?as well equipped for tho efficient 
discharge of tho duties of his position, 
lie was a resident of Ncwt Oxford, a man 
of more than average intelligence and 
reading, a close aud critical observer, and 
a man of keen, well-balanced judgment 
He was earnest, enthusiastic, and perse­ 
vering. 
He had an appearance of stern­ 
ness and severity that often caused em­ 
barrassment to timid teachcrs,or scholars; 
but, if the ice was broken and they came 
to know him well, they found him a 
friend indeed. 


This in&tituto was called by Superinten­ 
dent Ellis to meet in the town of 


NEW OXKOKD, 


January 14th, 1904, Of it Secretary Gitt 
says, in his voluminous rciport published 
in the county p a p e rs^ ‘Mt was beyond 
doubt ttJhe most interesting and profitable 
convention of tcachers »ever held in this 
county.” And Secretary Gitt was right. 
The interest excited may be inferred from 
the fact that, when the Institute met, 
neither Superintendent Eliis or any one 
elseUireamed of more than a three-day 
session at the most. By the yote of the 
teachers themselves, it was continued to 
the iourth day. 


[fihe success, go much greater than that 
which had been attained by any previous 


for, with the exception of the one build­ 
ing in Gettyaburg, it waa the largeat and 
finest achool edifice then standing in tho 
county. 


None of the citiiena of New Oxford 
wcrc more enthusiaatic about the Insti­ 
tute than that staunch friend of educa­ 
tion, Joseph S. Gitt 
lie hustled about 
here, there and every where, shaking 
hands with everyone, bidding everyone 
welcome, his face beaming with delight 
and lookiug as happy as a six year-old 
about to ravage a pantry full of jam*pota. 


Sir. Gitt, a man of means and a cpmI 
engineer of wido and varied experience, 
was ready to forego his own employments 
at any time to give gratuitous aid in edu­ 
cational work. Tho Institute made him 
its secretary, and they could not havo 
made a better choice; for, if there wae 
ono thine in all this world that Joseph S. 
Gitt loved abovo all else, it was to write 
for the papers. Consequently the reports 
he furnished to the press ot tho county of 
the four days’ proceedings wcro far am­ 
pler than any which had been given of 
previous institutes; and Gitt saw to it that 
they were published too, despite the* 
grumbling of some of tho editors about 
wasting all that space on a lot of teachers** 
when it could havo been used moro prof­ 
itably in political blackguardism.

BALLOON FLIGHTS 'OVER SEA. 
P 


RINCE JAIME of Bourbon and 
Baron von Kerwin have in view 
a trip from London by the bal- 
loon route to Austria, the Medi­ 
terranean, or whatever other destina­ 
tion the winds may decree. They wish 
to get inland away from the Atlantic 
as soon as4 possible, and so they are 
waiting at London for a west or south­ 
west breeze that may take them over 
the North Sea or perhaps the Baltic, 
trusting to luck for a zephyr from the 
north while they are hovering over 
Germany that may carry them to the 
southlands. 


The time was when the idea of de­ 
liberately planning an air voyage over 
a bit of sea was thought unworthy of 
a sane man. 
The balloon takes to 
water if conditions impel it, but its be­ 
havior 
after 
reaching that element 
doesn’t resemble that of the duck. 


Now, however, short sea journeys 
have no special terrors for the seasoned 
aeronaut, though the fact that more 
than one-fourtli of all the persons ou 
record as having lost their lives while 
ballooning died by drowning would 
not seem to encourage flights over seas 
or big lakes. 
Four balloonists have 
been drowned in the English Channel, 
four in the Atlantic, one in the Medi­ 
terranean. 
Donaldson and Grimwdod 
lost their lives in 1873 in Lake Michi­ 
gan, and Vaiulergrift perished in the 
Chattahoochee River. Still, there have 
been some very remarkable trips at sea 
that involved no tragedy. 


The first crossing of the English 
Channel by balloon, in 1S3G, was, per­ 
haps, the mdst notable journey up to 
that time. Green and Mason ascended 
from London, provisioned for a fort­ 
night, supplied with passports to all 
parts of the Continent, and eager to 
look down upon the Continental cities 
from the same airship that bore them 
aloft at Earl’s Court. Their wish was 
gratified, for they crossed the Channel 
almost vertically over Dover and Ca­ 
lais in about an hour, passed across 
northeast France, Belgium and a part 
of Germany, and landed finally near 
the town of Weilburg in the Duchy of 
Nassau, eighteen hours after their de­ 
parture from Lpndon. They had trav­ 
eled more than BOO miles. 


The Atlantic between France and 
the Norway coast has twice been trav­ 
ersed by balloons. During the siege of 
Paris in 1S70 a balloon wras sent aloft 
at midnight with an aeronaut, a pas­ 
senger and bags of dispatches. It was 
hoped the balloon would descend near 
Tours. 
The night was dark and the 
voyagers, not knowing the wind had 
changed, felt no apprehension until 
they heard the dashing of breakers on 
the coast. 
They were drifting out to 
sea, and for many hours they scudded 
north till they finally reached a coast 
where the mountains were snow cov­ 
ered. ’ Descending too rapidly from loss 
of gas they were obliged to throw out 
their precious dispatches, which were 
finally recovered and reached their 
ftestinations. The travelers fell among 
kind people in Norway and the world 
soon heard of their wonderful trip. 


A little later Durouf and his wife 
advertised that they would cross the 
Channel from Calais at a certain hour. 
A vast crowd assembled, and there was 
almost a riot when Durouf announced 
that the ascension was postponed on 
account of adverse winds. 
Goaded by 
the insults of the crowd his wife and 
he at length recklessly went aloft and 
were carried out into the Atlantic. For 
three days hundreds stood on the shore 
watching that part of the ocean over 
which the balloon had disappeared, 
and then a telegram announced that 
the two aeronauts had been saved by 
the crew of an English fishing smack 
on the Skagcrrak, as the balloon was 
approaching the coast of Norway. Few 
reckless exploits have ended less seri­ 
ously.—New York Sun.

HIS PANCAKES. 


Pancakes, by centuries-old tradition, 
half secular, half churchly, belong 'to 
Shrove Tuesday as unquestionably as 
mince pie to Christmas, eggs to Easter, 
or turkey to Thanksgiving. 
Mr. Will­ 
iam O’Brien, in his recent “Recollec­ 
tions,” tells a pretty story of how pan­ 
cakes once saved his brother Jim from 
hanging in those days of English mis­ 
comprehension and callousness toward 
the “distressful country,** now happily 
gone by, when so many Irish lads of 
spirit engaged in treason quite as a 
matter of course. 


Young Jim O’Brien, who was theu 
eighteen, drilled with the rebels at 
night, wrote and sang rebel songs, and 
kept a revolver—which the inquisitive 
William, four years younger, soon dis­ 
covered-hidden behind a loose brick in 
the chimney of the boys’ bedroom. 
The rebels, much to his disgust, kept 
William out of the plot, although in 
pity of his youth, not in distrust of it. 


At last, on Shrove Tuesday, 1867, the 
appointed time had come—the rising 
was to take place. 
Jim wrote some 
more verses, beginning: 
“Be ready, be ready to-night, my boys! 
Our camp’s in the wild-wood glen,” 
and read them over to the admiring 
William, adding the significant query, 
“Can you guess what to-night means?*1 
“He would go into no further par­ 
ticulars 
with, 
me, 
however,” 
Mr. 
O’Brien records. “It was Shrove Tues­ 
day night, and my poor mother, who 
little dreamed of what was before her, 
had made us an enormous dish of pan­ 
cakes. When the feast was over I fol­ 
lowed Jim u^> stairs, where I found 
him disinterring the revolver from the 
receptacle at the back of the fireplace. 
He had mounted his topcoat, and I no­ 
ticed that he had stuffed the pockets 
full with pancakes. It was his boyish 
commisariat for the campaign against 
the powder of England. It must be con­ 
fessed that my own heroic contribu­ 
tion to the scene was to break down, 
crying. He turned upon me with very 
unusual gruffness. 


“ ‘What the mischief- do you mean?* 
he said. ‘They’ll hear you!* 


“Then, relenting, he caught my hand 
and whispered very softly, ‘Good-bye, 
Bill! 
You’ll hear some news before

THINGS MADE FROM MILK. 


Paet*rl#ft In Aufttri» For T tm iti Omt t i a 
fal Objects In Ualallth. 


The writer received something of a 
shock the other day, when, after mak­ 
ing w hat he considered a very fine 
break in a local billiard match, he was 
informed by an interested onlooker 
that w hat he had been playing with 
was not a billiard ball but a quart of 
skimmed milk. 
There was no disput­ 
ing the fact either, for the intelligent 
gentleman was able to prove his as­ 
sertion on the highest scientific author­ 
ity, says the London Tit-Bits. He had, 
moreover, given the subjec t careful 
study, and was prepared to state the 
process through which a quart (or it 
might have been a gallon) of milk 
from which the cream had beon ab­ 
stracted passed before settling down 
in the useful capacity of a billiard ball. 


“Axilkstone, or galalith, or petrified 
milk,” he said, “is milk subjected to a 
chemical process, by means of which 
the casein is precipitated as u yellow 
brown powder. This powder is mixed 
with formalin, and thereby a hornlike 
product is formed called milkstone. 
With various admixtures 
this 
sub­ 
stance forms a substitute for a hun­ 
dred useful materials, such as ivory, 
celluloid, marble, 
hard rubber, 
and 
even amber. There is no limit to the 
number of useful articles which can be 
made from galalith, and they include 
almost everything from cigarette hold­ 
ers to mantelpieces. 
When you next 
play a Chopin nocturne on your much 
prized grand do not imagine that your 
fingers are wandering over what once 
formed part of an elephant’s tusk, for 
ten to one the keys nave been manu­ 
factured from a few gallons of that 
class of milk which is usually retailed 
at a penny a quart. 
As a matter of 
fact, piano keys are now seldom made 
of real ivory except in the case of the 
more expensive instruments. 
This is 
rather remarkable when one remem­ 
bers that from a single «ilephant’s tusk 
no fewer than ninety-six sets of Keys 
have been cut. 
However, galalith is 
now the best substitute for ivory that 
we have, for it is smooth to the touch, 
retains an excellent color and, unlike 
celluloid, is proof against fire. 


“Perhaps you are unaware that ev­ 
ery year in Vienna there is held a kind 
of festival that is called ‘Creamery 
Day,* and which has its usefulness in 
demonstrating the very latest achieve­ 
ments in dairy products. 
A couple of 
years ago on ‘Creamery Day* Maxi­ 
milian Ripper, assistant at the chemi­ 
cal agricultural experiment station, de­ 
livered a lecture on ‘skimmed milk/ 
which was attended by scientists from 
all parts of the country. 


“Mr. Ripper stated that skimmed 
milk is now used for a thousand dif­ 
ferent purposes—for the manufacture 
of sugar of milk, as food for many an­ 
imals besides pigs, and for a very de­ 
licious beverage poetically called ‘milk 
champagne,* which is skimmed milk 
mixed with fruit juices and impreg­ 
nated with carbonic acid. 
^ rather 
large percentage of skimmed milk is 
also separated Into its component parts, 
which are then worked up. The ‘case­ 
in* serves for the manufacture 
of 
cheese, also for glue, putty and other 
substances. 
But all these different 
uses of skimmed milk did not solve 
the question favorably until the inven­ 
tion of galalith, which is just the ma­ 
terial scientists have been waiting for 
during the last quarter of a century. 
The insolubility of galclith, its easy 
working, elasticity, and proof against 
fire make it a very desirable product. 


“In Austria something like a 100,000 
quarts of skimmed milk are used daily 
for the purpose of making galalith, and 
the industry is largely on the increase. 
Factories have been erected for turning 
galalith into all sorts of useful objects, 
and its great strengm even allows it 
to be used in place of stone and 
marble. 
You would build a house of 
milk if you liked, and it would be as 
strong and lasting as though made of 
Aberdeen granite. 
Moreover, all the 
fittings could be made of the same sub­ 
stance, and they would utlive the fin­ 
est ordinary material that was ever 
constructed.” 


BRAVE MEN SCARCE. 


In the spring of *64, when General 
N. B. Forrest had his command near 
Memphis, a couple of soldiers from the 
Union Army were taken prisoners; 
and on account of the shortness of ra­ 
tions, and the difficulty of making 
changes, orders had been issued to take 
no prisoners, but execute them on the 
spot. 
The captors had brought the 
prisoners, however, to General Forrest, 
who ordered them to be confined until 
the next morning, when they were to 
be shot. 
The captives were of Teu­ 
tonic origin, and belonged to a Wis­ 
consin regiment.

Then 
turning to the prisoners, he shouted: 
“Git up and git!” 
To the bystanders 
he remarked: 
“Brave men are too 
scarce to be shot down like dogs,”*— 
Westera Watchman. 


A M odern A rcadia. 


A traveler who recently visited the 
coast of Labrador says that nowhere 
on earth are life and property held so 
sacred as in that little-known and bar­ 
ren land. A thousand miles of lonely 
seaboard, along which is scattered a 
population of some 10,000 people, about 
one-tliird of «whom are white, would 
seem to give every opportunity for 
crime, yet there is no police officer of 
any kind, no court, and no ja il 
Nor 
are they needed. 
The only criminal 
charge within fifty years was one 
against an Eskimo who shot a rival 
Jn love. 


In addition to the resident popula­ 
tion, the coast is visited every summer 
by about 10,000 Newfoundland fisher­ 
men, and while Newfoundland itself is 
not by any means free from criminals, 
none appear to come among the fishers, 
or else the example of the natives of 
Labrador causes them to refrain from 
any wrong-doing while there. 
About 
forty years ago a circuit court visited 
the coast every summer, but as it 
found nothing to do, it was abolished. 
Now should any serious charge be 
made against a man, a magistrate 
would be sent from Newfoundland to 
investigate it.—Harper’s Weekly. 


T h e Age of a n Kjrp, 


A simple method of finding out the 
age of an egg is by means of the air 
space, which is situated toward the 
broad end of the shell. 
If the egg is 
held up between the hands before a 
light in a dark room the air space can 
be easily discerned, and by its size the 
age can be determined. In ,a perfectly 
fresh egg the air space is very small, 
but as age increases it extends, until 
when the egg is three weeks old the 
air space occupies about a sixth of 
the entire contents. With practice the 
#ge can be told to within twenty-four 
bours.—British Agricultural Economist.

Drawbaugh Makes Coal.

This now 
fuel, it is stated, is being manufactured 
now at Bowmansdalc, cast of Carlisle, 
by a sccrc* process. It is composed of 
cliomicals and fibrous matter and weighs 
only one-hali* as much as coal. The now 
fuel will be made in different sized 
molds. 
Tests made with the new fuol 
ahow, it is claimed, that it does not clink­ 
er, burns to a fine ash, emits little gas, 
burns freely, gives oil more heat than 
coal and lasts longer. The statement is 
made that it will probably cost about 
half as much as coal.

FRENCH MILLINERY. 


Needless to say. no milliners are con- 


fining themselves to the comparatively 
single styles that are in immediate 
request. Among the innovations made 
in smart hats is the use of zibeline 
felts, which divide favor with cloth 
felts, and the appearance of somewhat 
broader brims than were shown earlier 
in the season. Some of the capelines 
deserve the name of picture hats. One 
in. rough fett of a-light peacock-blue 
shade turns tip in flutes behind and 
waves over the brow in front 
The 


crown is of medium height and flat 
topped, and has bands of blue velvet 
folded around it. An ostrich feather 
of the same color is attached behind 
to a velvet bandeau so that its tip 
curls over the edge of the brim, and 
a blue osprey sweeps round from the 
back of the crown to the front. 


Another, also turned- up behind but 


not in flutes, is a eapeline of biscuit- 
colored cloth felt blocked in one with 
a circular bandeau increasing in width 
toward the back. The low-domed or 
basin crown and three-fourths of the 
brim are -stretched over with olive 
green velvet, leaving only a border of 
felt visible on the tipper side. At the 
base of the crown is a tightly twisted 
torsade of the same velvet. Between 
the crown and turned-up back of the 
brim is a plume of three olive green 
ostrich tips. Ribbon velvet to match 
is arranged in a cascade of loops fall- 


- Ing from the bandeau behind. 


The deep pink inscribed trader the 


name of Statuette on this season's 
Color Card is adopted for a smart 
eapeline in rough felt trimmed with 
satin, ostrich tips and aigrette to 
match. A broad piece of the satin is 
draped tightiy round the crown: the 
tips are arranged in poufs surmounted 
by aigrette, and one of these is placed 
on the left side of the crown, and the 
other against the brim- A few of the 
new capelines have the brim turned 
.up in front and pressed down in the 
nape of the neck behind, contrary to 
the rule followed this season. How 
far they will take remains to be seen. 


One of these models is in creamy 


tinted felt, lined, so to speak, with 
ostrich feathers sewn flat against the 
brim and trimmed outside with vel- 
vet and- a paradise tail, the whole to 
match the felt. Another is of deep 
purple cloth felt This has the same 
arrangement of ostrich feathers under- 
neath, but the crown is encircled by 
a wreath- of large velvet roses shaded 
from light mauve to dark violet, closed 
by a satin bow.—Millinery Trade Re- 
view.

CLEANING A BEDROOM. 


For the weekly cleaning out of a 


bedroom one should collect all the re- 
quired articles to work with, such as 
the long carpet whisk, the dustpan 
and brush, the dust sheets and the 
mattress brush. This is followed by 
the brushing of the mattress and the 
dusting of the bedstead. 


Make the bed and shake and pin up 


an-r curtains- Remove short muslin 
blinds.

WUI Not Violate Monroe Doctrine In
